Rieads His Message on Cur-
*. rency Legislation

BRYEN INDORSES THE PLAN

Becretary Says Measure Is Remark-
able Because It Reconciles Conflict-
ing Convictions — House Interested,

The president of the U'nited States
went o congress agaln Monday after
noon to deliver the second messuge of
his administration.

As  when  Presldent Wilson sub-
mitted hig jdens on the tarlff reform
congress met In jolnt session in the
chamber of the house to heat His mes
sage on cuniency legislution.

FFor the second ime o more than
100 yedrs upon such an ocoasion the
senate marched in a body to the house
chumber, The front rows were re
sorvedd for the senators, members of
the hiouse crowding Into the rear sents,

The president's anddress to congress
on currency legistation was well re.
ceived, Senntors snd representatives
altke ligtened with respectinl atten.
tion. It was more of an appegl for co
operntion than an exccutive dictation
of spocific aetion,

What the president really counselled
the legielator to do was to efface sel
fish consilerations and personal oon-
forts in order to bring about the need-
od reformation of the fiscal system
He dwelt af length on the suggestion
that he bag beld out In provious state-
ments of o less formind natare thnt
carrency and baniing reform were @
neeessary corollnry to tarill reform.

From a spectncular point of view
the second personal appearance of the
president In the ball lacked much of
the detall of the first visit (o the
house of representatives chamber

Secretary of State Beyian In a formal

statement warmly indorses the eur
rency  Dbill In every particuiar and
s both Democrits and Ropulii-

cans to support 1t.  He sés dn part:

“It s a much bettar bUT than T sup-
pesed it possible 1o secure at this time
Conflloting -opinions honestly enter-
tained and strongly #dhered to have
bean reconciled with a success hardly
to be expected, T have doubted untll
recently the wisdom of aitempting
currency legislntion at this session,
but my doubts were largely due to the
fact that I fearod the difficolty in the
way would prevent an agresment upon
nplan.

“The origined reserve banks are to
repreésont pot only the national banks
of the distriet but such state banks
s are willing to put themselves on a
footing which will he equitable to the
pational bunks. This Is an important
provislon and gives to the state insti-
tutions a protection which they de

gerve, for tiey share with nation-
al banks the responsitiiity of e
ing banking rmlllll«a‘u the bysine

ot the country

“The great polnt of advantage to the
banks—an advabtage that ought to
ke them willing to aceept the bitl
without question—is that it furnishes
# ourrency which they can sdoure In
time of need withont having to put
up bonds sk security.

“The business Interests will | think
welcome this Bill as an unelloyed
blessing, It glves -them through their
Banke a promise of rellef in any time
of stringency and it gives this promise
without putiing In the hands of the
banks a power that might be used
against the publle,”
